Assault victim: 

‘I was a perfect 
target’ for attack 


Punched, robbed. 

Monica Grove says 
she knows the man 
who assaulted her and 
wants to put him in jail

Monica Grove sees herself as 
the right person at the wrong 
place and the wrong time. 

After she was violently at¬ 
tacked and robbed Monday 
morning on her way to the 
bus, Grove said she plans on 
rallying her community to 
find her attacker. 

“This has never happened 
to me,” Grove said about 
the assault. “I’m so lucky he 
didn’t have a weapon, be¬ 
cause this man would have 
used it. 

“For that reason, I am 
hell-bent on getting this guy 
behind bars.” 

Shortly after 8:15 a.m., 
Grove was on her way to a 
massage therapist appoint¬ 
ment when she said a man 
approached her from be¬ 
hind. As she turned to speak 
with him, she said the man 
punched her in the stomach 
and grabbed for her purse. 

As she struggled with the 


man, Grove said she was 
punched repeatedly in the 
stomach and arm, finally let¬ 
ting go of her bag. 

“I was a perfect target,” 
said Grove, who felt in hind¬ 
sight she shouldn’t have 
struggled, but felt an instinct 
kick in at the time. 

Suffering from minor 
aches and bruises from the 
assault, Grove said she’s 
determined not to let this 
suspect get away with the at¬ 
tack. 

“This guy is a person in 
(my) community,” she said, 
adding she recognized him 
from different community 
events. “He has been around 
for a while, bottle-collecting.” 

Police are now searching 
for a male suspect, described 
as a possibly Aboriginal, be-

tween fobe foot nine and five 
foot 10 inches with dark eyes 
and a pockmarked face. 

At the time of the attack, 
the man was said to be wear¬ 
ing a red toque, a dark blue 
coat, light-coloured pants 
and winter boots. 

Grove now plans to cam¬ 
paign her community and 
alert her neighbours about 
the attack and potential dan¬ 
gers. 

“I’m a fighter,” Grove said.

zero’teacher 
says change 
slow to come 

A teacher, who lost his job 
bringing the “no zero” issue to 
light says despite a change in 
school-board policy, principals 
are still stopping teachers from 
handing out zeros. 

The Edmonton Public 
School Board changed its 
policy last April, but former 
teacher Lynden Dorval told 
board trustees Tuesday that 
administration hasn’t followed 
through to change how teach¬ 
ers mark. 

“There are still schools 
where principals are given 
the directive not to hand out 
zeros,” said Dorval. 

He said it’s unacceptable 
that administration hasn’t put 
the policy change into practice. 

“If this had been one of my 
students who had taken 10 
months to complete an assign¬ 
ment, I would be giving him a 
zero,” he said. 

Superintendent Darrel 
Robertson said the policy can’t 
be put into place overnight, 
because administration has to 
consult with staff to make sure 
they embrace it. 

“Anything that’s worth¬ 
while takes a little bit of time. 
We’re looking for commit¬ 
ment, not compliance,” he said. 

Robertson said assessment 
is one of the board’s core poli¬ 
cies and changing something 
this complex takes time. 

“It’s not that simple. Our 
administrative regulation is 
very complex and we need to 
ensure we capture the voice of 
parents and the voice of our 
staff in that process,” he said. 

He said he expected to have 
new regulations in place before 
September 2014, but in the 
meantime, schools still expect 
students to do their work. 

“We hold kids accountable 
for the marks they earn,” Rob¬ 
ertson said.

Fumes ignited deadly 
blast: Investigators 


Gas vapours.

Edmonton fire investigators 
are blaming gas vapours for 
a fatal explosion Monday 
night, after a propane heat¬ 
er ignited the excess fumes 
from a vehicle’s fuel tank in 
a south-side garage. 

The detached, two- 
vehicle garage in Mill Woods 
was fully engulfed in flames 
Monday as fire crews ar¬ 
rived on scene shortly before 
7 p.m. 


Police have not yet re¬ 
leased the identities of a 
male and female victim who 
were killed in the explosion, 
but family members have 
confirmed New Brunswick 
native Phillip Gigou was 
taken to hospital for second- 
and third-degree burns after 
the explosion. 

“One of the occupants 
was able to get out and sus¬ 
tained severe burns and the 
other two didn’t make it out 
because the path to the out¬ 
side door was blocked with 
flames,” said Wayne Pawlow- 
slci, chief of investigations. 

Investigators have deter¬ 
mined that an open flame 
from a propane-fuelled heat¬ 
er ignited a gasoline air-va¬ 
pour mixture, which spilled 
from a gas tank that was be¬ 
ing removed from a vehicle. 


“I think this is a good 
reminder that you have to 
be careful with gasoline,” 
Pawlowslci added. “It’s the 
vapours that ignite. Gaso¬ 
line vapours they say are 10 
times more explosive than 
dynamite.” 

With damages estimated 
at $85,000, Fire Marshall 
Tom Karpa said the open 
flame from the propane 
heater combined with the 
vapours form the gas tank 
were a recipe for disaster. 

“Unfortunately, an acci¬ 
dent where the fuel spilled 
directly in front of the pro¬ 
pane heater, you had a small 
explosion and a massive 
fire,” Karpa said. 

Karpa added that there 
were several precautions 
that could have been taken 
to prevent this accident.

Apartment 
fire traced to 
overheated oil 

Four people were in hospi¬ 
tal Tuesday after an early 
morning apartment fire in 
north Edmonton. 

Six units and 26 
firefighters responded to 
an apartment building 
on Rundle Drive at 4:50 
a.m. Tuesday. According 
to investigators, the fire 
began in the kitchen of an 
apartment when a pot of 
oil overheated on the stove. 

Seven people were 
taken to hospital, including 
two infants.

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City residents grow tired 
of constant game of tag

A group of city residents is 
struggling to taclde graffiti tags 
along a popular west-end trail. 

Arrowhead Trail — a ped¬ 
estrian walkway located west 
of 172 Street that heads north 
to West Edmonton Mall — has 
been an ongoing target of graf¬ 
fiti in recent months. 

In a recent open letter, 
Callingwood resident Cathy 
Baclcewich pitched an idea 
“to see each community that 
is nestled up against a sound 
barrier wall take ownership 
of their portion and clean it

(paint over the graffiti) as soon 
as it appears.” 

Baclcewich wrote that by 
banding together, the volun¬ 
teer group could get ahead of 
the problem. 

“Not that we want another 
community to five through 
what we have experienced, but 
our tax money should be spent 
on other issues in the com¬ 
munity besides these criminal 
acts that continue to plague 
us,” she wrote. Baclcewich de¬ 
clined to comment prior to a 
public meeting scheduled for 
Thursday night. 

But the graffiti problem 
isn’t a quick clean. 


City officials say they will 
paint over any profanities that 
appear on city property, but 
that colder months slow the 
process down. 

Residents aren’t just bat¬ 
tling colder temperatures 
when it comes to graffiti re¬ 
moval, with the city stressing 
that they’re not responsible 
for covering graffiti on private 
property. City officials say the 
tagging isn’t just happening at 
night but also during the day. 
The issue is also getting the 
problem reported, said city of¬ 
ficials. 

“We’re trying to get the 
community to come together, 
look at solutions, (and be) 
more proactive in nature,” said 
Belanger. 

Edmonton Police and Ed¬ 
monton officials are meeting 
with youth at some of the 18 
schools in the trail area in 
hopes of educating youth on 
the criminal implications of 
tagging private and public 
property.

Law. Alberta 
won’t go 
aftermost 
prostitutes 

Alberta’s justice department 
says it won’t be prosecuting 
most sex trade workers as it 
awaits new legislation from the 
federal government. 

A Supreme Court ruling last 
month ruled that the country’s 
prostitution laws were uncon¬ 
stitutional and the court gave 
the federal government a year 
to re-write the law. 

The department of justice 
put out a new directive to 
Crown prosecutors this week, 
which, while saying it’s ul¬ 
timately up to a prosecutor to 
decide, sex-trade workers will 
generally not be charged until 
new legislation is in place. 

Solicitor General Jonathan 
Denis agrees with that stance. 

“It’s generally not in the 
public interest for the Crown 
to charge prostitutes,” he said. 
“The idea behind that is that 
the people involved in the sex 
trade — the prostitutes them¬ 
selves — have already been 
victimized.” 

Denis said he hopes the 
new law will be brought in 
place soon.

Iconic’ grizzlies threatened as deaths soar in 2013 


Eleven grizzly bears were 
illegally killed in 2013 as 
Alberta recorded its highest 
number of human-caused 
deaths in a decade. 

A total of 31 grizzlies 
died last year — with hu¬ 
man interaction blamed in 
more than three-quarters of 
the cases, according to new 
provincial figures. 

Conservationist Sean 
Nichols called grizzly bears 


an “iconic species” and 
warned poachers are a ser¬ 
ious threat to the hulking 
bruins. 

“You go down the high¬ 
way and you see billboards 
with big grizzly bears on 
them,” said Nichols, of the 
Alberta Wilderness Associa¬ 
tion. “You look anywhere 
... grizzly bears are really 
a symbol of Alberta that’s 
known across Canada and 


around the world. 

“They’re at risk of dis¬ 
appearing fairly soon.” 

Hunting grizzly bears 
is illegal in Alberta be¬ 
cause they are considered a 
threatened species. 

At 11 illegal deaths, the 
2013 figures show a precipi¬ 
tous jump above the 10-year 
average of 4.3. 

Officials with Alberta 
Environment and Sustain¬ 


able Resource Development 
described poaching as the 
“biggest culprit” and “also 
the most problematic” 
when it comes to the griz¬ 
zly mortality rate. 

Conservation groups, 
including the AWA and 
Canadian Parks and Wil¬ 
derness Society (CPAWS), 
have called for stricter 
provincial laws as a new 
species survival plan gets 


written. 

Wildlife advocates like 
Katie Morrison also suggest 
it’s too easy to access griz¬ 
zly bear country through 
roads, trails and pipeline 
paths. 

“It creates a situation 
where there’s more poten¬ 
tial for conflict,” said Katie 
Morrison, of CPAWS’ south¬ 
ern Alberta chapter.

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Transit. High speed rail 
project stillup in the air 


There’s a 50/50 chance Alber¬ 
tans could see a high-speed 
train roll through the province, 
according to the chair of a legis¬ 
lative committee Tuesday. 

Funding for the high-speed 
bullet train between Edmon¬ 
ton and Calgaiy is still being 
studied, with private investors 
being considered for the train, 
which could be on track in 
eight to 10 years, said the com¬ 
mittee chair. 

But first comes LRT, then 
comes high-speed train, Mayor 
Don Iveson stressed Tuesday. 

“I think it’s good that the 
province is thinking long-term 
about high-speed rail... but the 
way that they’re going to get 
to the high-speed rail system is 
public transit,” he said. 

“We really do need to con¬ 
tinue the construction of light 
rail in both cities so that people 
can get onto the high-speed 
network efficiently and effect¬ 
ively.” 

Committee members say 
it isn’t an either/or situation 



when it comes to transporta¬ 
tion in Edmonton and that on¬ 
going work is needed on both. 

“High-speed rail is import¬ 
ant, LRT is veiy important too, 
so I’m sure we’ll work on both 
of them,” said Calgaiy-East MLA 
Moe Ameiy, who chairs the 
committee. 

A report is expected to sur¬ 
face with committee recom¬ 
mendations by May 25, accord¬ 
ing to Ameiy.

Originally from Togo in 
West Africa, Assogba spent 
much of his life living be¬ 
tween Japan and Canada 
and experienced how diffi¬ 
cult it was to find his place 
in different cultures. 

“I decided to write a 
book, specifically to focus 
on the children, because 
once you give the message 
to children, they bring that 


home and then the moth¬ 
ers and fathers listen,” 
explained Assogba, who 
taught English and French 
overseas for more than 17 
years.

Opposition parties say it’s time 
for Premier Alison Redford to 
stop globe-trotting in high style 
and walk the talk on Albertans 
living within their means.

The Wildrose official Oppos¬ 
ition says N.S. Premier Stephen 
McNeil charged taxpayers less 
than $1,000 for the event.

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Harb and Brazeau first to 
be charged in Senate scandal 


Expenses. Mounties 
accuse ex-Liberal and 
ex-Conservative of fraud 


Mac Harb and Patrick Brazeau 
have been charged with fraud 
and breach of trust — the first 
criminal charges to emanate 
from the Senate expenses scan¬ 
dal, but possibly not the last. 

Harb, a former Liberal sen¬ 
ator who resigned from the 
upper house last summer, and 
Brazeau, a former Conservative 
senator who was suspended 
from the Senate last fall, face 
one count each of fraud and 
breach of trust in relation to 
their travel and living expense 
claims, the RCMP said Tuesday. 

The Mounties continue to 
investigate allegedly fraudulent 
expenses claimed by suspended 
senators Mike Duffy and Pam¬ 
ela Wallin. 


They are also investigating 
Nigel Wright, who was Prime 
Minister Stephen Harper’s 
chief of staff when he person¬ 
ally gave Duffy $90,000 to reim¬ 
burse the Senate for disputed 
living expenses. 

Tuesday’s charges stem 
from allegations that Harb de¬ 
clared two largely unused coun¬ 
try homes as his primaiy resi¬ 
dences, allowing him to claim 
a Senate housing allowance 
and living expenses for his sup¬ 
posed secondary residence in 
Ottawa — where he had lived 
for years prior to his 2003 ap¬ 
pointment. 

The Mounties allege that 
Brazeau fraudulently claimed 
his father’s home in Maniwaki, 
Que., as his primaiy residence, 
although he was rarely seen 
there and lived primarily in 
Gatineau, Que. Brazeau, like 
Harb, has maintained that he 
did nothing wrong.

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Website helps women get implants

Small-breasted women who are 
unhappy with their cup size 
take note. With a few clicks of 
a mouse and some “friendly” 
conversation, women eveiy- 
where can receive a breast 
augmentation at the hands of 
a board-certified surgeon — for 
free. 

At least, that’s what crowd¬ 
funding site MyFreelmplants. 
com promises their members. 
This is how it works: Women 
create a profile with photos de¬ 
tailing why they want a breast 
augmentation and why they 
can’t afford it. They then mar¬ 
ket their profiles to potential 
donors to raise funds for the 
procedure. 

Men, called “benefactors,” 
also sign up free, but they have 


to purchase credits, which can 
be used to send women of their 
choice messages. The women 
accumulate cash in their ac¬ 
counts for every message re¬ 
ceived. Surgeons are paid dir¬ 
ectly by MyFreelmplants for 
the procedures. 

The site, founded in Los An¬ 
geles by Jay Moore and Jason 
Grunstra, was originally creat¬ 
ed to raise money so that their 
friend could have an augmen¬ 
tation. 

“It was a veiy simple social 
network,” said Moore. “She 
was able to raise the funds 
herself in about four months. 
With that kind of concept, we 
developed the full version of 
the site. It grew organically 
over the next couple of years 
and became a full-fledged so¬ 
cial network.” 

The site focuses on a sense 
of community. Moore believes 
that more donors are attracted 
to the idea of an online friend¬ 
ship, rather than provocative 
content. 

“You can get explicit con¬ 
tent for free anywhere on the 
Internet,” said Moore. 

“Donors are looking to ac¬ 
tually make a connection on 


a different level. Those donors 
are more likely to give larger 
amounts.” 

Holly Mendez, a 28-year-old 
customer service representa¬ 
tive from Toronto, has been a 
member of MyFreelmplants for 
three weeks. 

“I’ve had small breasts all 
my life,” said Mendez. “I had a 
baby four years ago, and breast¬ 
feeding made the situation 
worse. I feel like if I got (an aug¬ 
mentation), I would feel more 
confident. It would just make 
me happy. I’m doing it for me.” 

Mendez believes that per¬ 
sonal connection plays a large 
role in the fundraising process, 
and even feels that she has 
made a few friends in the My¬ 
Freelmplants community. 

“You can talk about any¬ 
thing. You can talk about the 
weather, you can talk about 
cars, you can talk about their 
job. I just talk about whatever 
they want to talk about.” said 
Mendez. 

So far, Mendez has raised 
around $400 toward her goal of 
$10,000. She hopes to have the 
full amount within a year, but 
says she is enjoying her experi¬ 
ence along the way. 



France. 20 years after Rwanda genocide, 
trial begins for former intelligence chief 



With a hoist from two bail¬ 
iffs, Rwanda’s former intel¬ 
ligence chief was placed in a 
courtroom wheelchair Tues¬ 
day — and France opened 
its first trial over the African 
countiy’s genocide. 

The trial of Pascal Sim- 
bilcangwa, 54, may not reveal 
much new about the system¬ 
atic killing of ethnic Tutsis and 
Hutu moderates by radical Hu- 
tus in 1994. A UN war crimes 
tribunal and other courts have 
already sent dozens to prison— 
some for life. 

But the Simbikangwa case 
redeems years of efforts in 
France by activist groups and 
other critics who say French of¬ 
ficials turned a blind eye to the 
slaughter, helped some perpe¬ 
trators to flee Rwanda, and let 
untold numbers of Rwandans 
with ties to the genocide live 
in France for years unpunished. 

More than two dozen cases 
linked to the Rwandan geno¬ 
cide are still being investigated 
in France. 

On Tuesday, Simbikangwa 
was wheeled into a glassed-in 
area in the courtroom, identi¬ 
fying himself as “Pascal Safari” 
— an apparent combination 
of his real name and his alias, 
Senyamuhara Safari, according 
to court documents. 

Simbikangwa, who was ar¬ 


rested in 2008 on the French 
island of Mayotte in the Indian 
Ocean, is accused of complicity 
in genocide and complicity in 
war crimes in 1994 — but not 
of personally killing anyone. 

Presiding Judge Olivier 
Leurent went over the histoiy 
of the genocide and claims 
against Simbikangwa, such as 
that he was involved in torture, 
had armed and trained soldiers, 
and encouraged them to kill. 

Simbikangwa denies the 
charges, and his lawyers are 
seeking an acquittal. They have 
expressed concern that the 
trial, set to last until March 28, 
will be lopsided — in part be¬ 
cause of the difficulty in finding 
witnesses who will speak out in 
his defence. 


Several human rights 
groups as well as the Collect¬ 
ive of Civil Parties for Rwanda, 
which has worked for 13 years 
to bring such a case to French 
courts, are among several civil 
parties: Independent plaintiffs 
who are supporting the state’s 
case. 

France had close ties to 
the government of Rwandan 
President Juvenal Habyari- 
mana, an ethnic Hutu who 
was killed when his plane 
was shot down in 1994. His 
death set off a torrent of re¬ 
prisal slayings that left at least 
500,000 people dead in just 
over 100 days — what has 
been called the 20th centuiy’s 
fastest genocide.

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Parents of castaway 
thrilled by son’s return 


A Salvadoran fisherman’s ac¬ 
count of his survival after more 
than 13 months and about 
10,000 kilometres in an open 
boat has proved a double mir¬ 
acle for his mother and father, 
who lost touch with him eight 
years ago and thought he was 
dead.

Alvarenga’s joyful, sometimes 
tearful parents about their 
son may help explain how he 
survived, but they did little to 
dispel continued doubts about 
his tale. 

His father, Jose Ricardo Or¬ 
ellana, 65, described a strong, 
stocky young man who went 
to sea at age 14. His mother, 


Maria Julia Alvarenga, 59, 
broke into tears after re¬ 
counting a phone call with 
her son from the Marshall 
Islands. 

He told her he was well, 
staying at a hotel and getting 
food and medicine — but said 
that he didn’t know where he

Putin gets 
a purrfect 



Austria. Kidnapping threat 
made against Sochi athletes 


The Austrian Olympic Commit¬ 
tee has received an anonymous 
letter containing a kidnap threat 
against Alpine skier Bernadette 
Schild and skeleton pilot Janine 
Flock during the Sochi Games. 

The letter, written in Ger¬ 
man, was delivered Monday to 
the mailbox of its Vienna office, 
AOC general secretaiy Peter 
Mennel said Tuesday. 

“We have immediately alert¬ 
ed the Federal Criminal Agency, 
which is investigating the case,” 
Mennel said. 


Interior Ministiy spokes¬ 
man Karl-Heinz Grundboeclc 
confirmed the ongoing inves¬ 
tigation, adding that Russian 
authorities had been informed 
and that no information would 
be made public if or when addi¬ 
tional security measures were 
established for Schild and Flock. 

“I am not worried, I don’t 
think too much about the issue,” 
Flock said after arriving in the 
Russian resort. “I am here to 
concentrate on my sport.”

Sochi 2014 . Russian 
president gets cuddly with 
leopard, International 
Olympic Committee 


Basking in the glow of support 
from International Olympic Com¬ 
mittee chairman Thomas Bach, 
President Vladimir Putin began 
his stay at the Sochi Games by 
promoting a cuddly image, visit¬ 
ing a group of endangered Persian 
leopard cubs bom last summer in 
the mountains above the Black Sea 
resort. 

“We’ve decided to restore the 
population of the Persian leopard 
because of the Olympic Games,” 
Putin said. 

Putin’s visit to the leopard pre¬ 
serve was designed as a show of 
environmental concern during the 
Sochi Games, which open Friday. 
The sanctuaiy was established five 
years ago as an Olympics-related 
project. 

Putin entered the cage and pet¬ 
ted the leopard on the head. “We 
liked each other,” he said. 

Some journalists accompany¬ 
ing him weren’t so lucky. They ap¬ 
parently upset the big cat, which 
scratched one of them on the hand 


and bit another on the knee, Rus¬ 
sian news agencies reported. 

The buildup to the Olympics 
has been overshadowed by West¬ 
ern criticism of an anti-gay law 
and Russia’s record on human 
rights and other issues, making 
Sochi among the most politically 
charged games in years. 

U.S. President Barack Obama 
and key European leaders are 
shunning the Olympics and 
Obama has sent a delegation to 
Sochi made up of three openly gay 
athletes. 

Speaking at an IOC gathering, 
Putin said nothing about the issues 
confronting the Sochi Games — 
which also include cost overruns 
and unfinished hotels. 

He boasted that Russia had 
undertaken the monumental ef¬ 
fort of starting from scratch in 
Sochi and completing the needed 
construction in a short time, some¬ 
thing he said it took other coun¬ 
tries decades to prepare. 

“We realize what a difficult de¬ 
cision this was to hold the Games 
in a city that barely had 10 to 15 
per cent of the necessary infra¬ 
structure,” Putin told the IOC. 
“You believed in us, you believed 
in the Russian character which 
can overcome all difficulties.”

IOC. Politicians using Games

Three days before the opening of 
the Winter Games, IOC president 
Thomas Bach used a hard-hitting 
speech to call out politicians for 
using the Olympics to make an 
“ostentatious gesture” serving 
their own agendas. 

Bach’s comments appeared 
directed at U.S. President Barack 
Obama and European politicians 
who have taken stands against 
Russia’s law banning gay “propa¬ 
ganda” among minors. 

For the first time since 2000, 
the U.S. delegation to an Olym¬ 


pics will not include a president, 
vice-president or first lady. Former 
Homeland Security chief Janet 
Napolitano leads the delegation. 
German President Joachim Gauclc 
and French President Francois Hol- 
lande are also not coming to Sochi. 
Neither is British Prime Minister 
David Cameron. 

The IOC has come under criti¬ 
cism for not doing more to fight 
the anti-gay law, but Bach said 
the committee was a sports or¬ 
ganization with limited respon¬ 
sibilities.

Rayjean Fafard, co-owner 
of Calgaiy gay bar Twisted 
Element, couldn’t be happier 
to aid one of Canada’s medal 
hopefuls, long-track speed- 
skater Denny Morrison, in his 
Sochi podium bid. 

“I honestly feel like now I’m 
contributing to something big¬ 
ger than me,” Fafard said Tues¬ 


day. “This is important — he’s 
there not only representing 
Canada, but, in a small part, 
representing the gay commun¬ 
ity” 

Fafard first met Morrison 
at Twisted Element, the lar¬ 
gest gay bar west of Mont¬ 
real, last year. They got to 
chatting and it didn’t take 
long for the topic of athlete 
funding — or lack thereof — 
was raised. 

Fafard learned Morrison’s 


training regimen and intense 
competition schedule takes 
him all over the world. He 
agreed to help fund future 
endeavours. 

Fafard keeps in close con¬ 
tact with the speedslcater in 
the lead-up to the Games. 
“The other day I texted and 
asked him to send me some 
photos of the area because I 
wanted to see what it looks 
like,” Fafard said.

During a trip to Kyiv three 
weeks ago, I noticed that 
many of the Ukrainians oc¬ 
cupying its frigid streets were 
youth. 

I was there to write about 
the riots and considered my¬ 
self lucky to find Yuliya Kudria¬ 
vtseva on a translation forum. 
She took me to protest camps, 


barricade checkpoints and oc¬ 
cupied buildings. 

Since that trip, 10 people 
have died. One online video 
shows a bruised, naked man in 
the snow as police photograph 
him and smack his head. 

I called Kudriavtseva for an 
update. 

“I do what I can to support 
the cause. I’m too scared to go 
out and protest,” she said. 

“I have a business so I pay 
lots of taxes. I’m happy to pay 
for schools and hospitals, but 
it all goes to corrupt officials.” 

She added that protesters 
want democracy and human 
rights. 

“We want to be part of Eur¬ 
ope, not the Soviet Union.” 

Kyiv’s protests started in 


November when Ukraine’s 
president pivoted the indebted 
country toward Russia, which 
offered a $ 15-billion bailout, 
instead of the European Union. 

Thousands set up Occupy- 
style tents in Kyiv’s central 
Independence Square and 
draped banners over the mas¬ 
sive Christmas tree. 

Ten days later, the govern¬ 
ment shut down mobile com¬ 
munications and sent in riot 
police. Dozens of protesters 
and journalists were injured. 
Dasha Mychailova, 19, was in 
the crowd. 

“We ran for our lives.” 

She hid in a bar with friends 
while others were beaten with 
police batons. 

“Friends of mine were at¬ 


tacked and had to be hospital¬ 
ized. There’s been no compen¬ 
sation or justice,” she added. 

“This is now a battle over 
human rights.” 

When I visited in Janu- 
aiy, the government had just 
rushed a law mandating up to 
15 years in jail for anyone at¬ 
tending mass rallies. 

A week later, thousands 
at the protest site received an 
Orwellian text message: “Dear 
subscriber, you are registered 
as a participant in a mass dis¬ 
turbance.” 

That’s when Andrew Meak¬ 
ovsky got involved. 

“Our freedom is at stake; I 
had to join the protests.” 

Although happy with his 
IT job, Meakovsky said many 


youth consider moving abroad 
for higher wages. 

“Then you have your free¬ 
doms threatened. How can 
you live here?” he asked. “We 
are fighting for our future. We 
love our country and we don’t 
want to leave.” 

What happens next is un¬ 
certain. On Sunday the EU 
announced a U.S.-supported 
bailout, contingent on reforms 
and respect for human rights. 

The government proposed 
releasing arrested protesters 
last week if activists evacuated 
occupied buildings. Few did, 
which worries Kudriavtseva’s 
boyfriend, Oleg Komin. 

“There’s an unwillingness 
to listen; both sides won’t hear 
each other.”

Alaskans to vote 
on marijuana 
legalization 

Alaska voters will decide this 
year whether to legalize ma¬ 
rijuana for recreational use. 

The Alaska Division of 
Elections told The Associated 
Press in an email Tuesday 
that a citizens’ initiative has 
met all thresholds needed to 
appear on the Aug. 19 ballot. 
More than 31,500 signatures 
have been verified. 

Voters in Colorado 


and Washington last year 
became the first U.S. states 
to legalize marijuana for 
recreational use. The lan¬ 
guage of the Alaska initiative 
is similar to the Colorado 
measure. 

The Alaska lieutenant- 
governor’s office hasn’t yet 
certified the question for the 
ballot, but it’s expected to do 
so in the coming weeks. 

The initiative would 
make it legal for adults 21 
and older to possess up to 28 
grams of marijuana and as 
many as six plants, includ¬ 
ing three that are flowering.

Journalists protest 
jailing of fellow 
reporters in Egypt 

Journalists in Kenya’s 
capital shouted slogans and 
marched through the streets 
Tuesday before sitting out¬ 
side the Egyptian Embassy 
in support of jailed reporters 
in Cairo.

Nearly 100 journalists 
and supporters took part in 
a march and demonstration

Libya says it’s 
destroyed all 
chemical weapons 

Libya’s Foreign Ministiy said 
Tuesday the countiy’s caches 
of chemical weapons, includ¬ 
ing bombs and artilleiy 
shells filled with mustard 
gas, have all been destroyed. 

“Libya is totally empty 
of any presence of chemical 
weapons... which could 
pose a threat to the safety 
of people, the environment, 
or neighbouring regions,” 


Mohammed Abdel-Aziz said 
in remarks carried by Libya’s 
state news agency. 

The eradication of the 
weapons, which date from 
the era of slain dictator 
Moammar Gadhafi, marks 
an important success for 
Libya, even as its neighbour 
Syria is struggling to destroy 
its own chemical-weapons 
hoard amid a civil war. 

Under Gadhafi, Libya 
declared in 2004 it had 25 
metric tonnes of sulfur mus¬ 
tard and 1,400 metric tonnes 
of precursor chemicals used 
to make chemical weapons.

Netflix continues to grow in 
Canada and is being used in 
millions of households, sug¬ 
gest two research reports. 

Telephone surveys com¬ 
missioned by the Media 
Technology Monitor with 
4,009 anglophone Can¬ 
adians between Oct. 7 to 
Dec. 1 found that 29 per 
cent of the respondents said 
they were Netflix subscrib¬ 
ers. 

That was up nearly 40 
per cent compared to MTM 
survey results from 2012. 
Based on the latest polling 
data, MTM estimates there 
are 5.8 million Canadians 
using Netflix to stream con¬ 
tent. 

Solutions Research 
Group Consultants esti¬ 
mates that three million 
Canadian households are 
using Netflix, based on an 
online poll conducted in 
November. 

Of the Netflix users 
polled, almost nine in 10 
said they found the $8-a- 
month subscription fee to 
be “excellent” or “good” 
value for their money, and 
the average user spent 1.5 
hours a day watching TV 
shows or movies with the 
service. 

That poll also revealed 
that 81 per cent of the re¬ 
spondents said they watch 
short online videos monthly 
and 56 per cent were watch¬ 
ing long-form content. 

MTM’s polling suggests 
that more Canadians are 
connecting their TVs to the 
Internet to play online video 
on their biggest screen. 

About 26 per cent of 
the respondents said they 
use their TV to access on¬ 


line content, which was up 
about 20 per cent from the 
previous year. MTM attrib¬ 
utes the growing popularity 
of Netflix as the biggest rea¬ 
son for the increase. 

Netflix, which launched 
in Canada in September 
2010, no longer discloses 
how many Canadian cus¬ 
tomers it has. 

It last reported the ser¬ 
vice had reached the one- 
million Canadian subscrib¬ 
er milestone just shy of 
its one-year anniversary in 
Canada, which was the com¬ 


pany’s first international 
market outside the U.S. 

The results of the MTM 
poll conducted by Forum 
Research are considered ac¬ 
curate within 1.5 percent¬ 
age points 19 times out of 
20 

The polling industry’s 


professional body, the Mar¬

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STUFFAHOLISM KILLS 


Now that the hangover from the orgy of mater¬ 
ialism known as Christmas has finally evapor¬ 
ated, it’s time to face the obvious. 

We are stuffaholics and we are suffering 
from “stuffocation.” 

Christmas is merely the climax in a year of 
mounting over-consumption. It starts on Black 
Friday, marches through Cyber Monday, and 
culminates in two weeks of Boxing ‘Day,’ with 
the religious dimension of the holiday being 
swept away in a tsunami of consumption that 
now starts rolling even before Halloween. But 
we don’t know what else to do with ourselves. 

Stuffocation is the title of a new book by 
trendspotter James Wallman, and it’s the per¬ 
fect word for our current state. Too much every¬ 
thing. It’s going to the closet, says Wallman, 

“and it’s bursting with clothes but you can’t find a thing to wear.” 

For other critters on the planet, the consequences are more

There’s an island called Midway, which is 
2,000 miles from land, where the seabirds are 
literally stuffocating on the garbage they’ve in¬ 
gested from the formerly pristine ocean and 
beaches. You can watch this on Upworthy. 
Check it out and weep. I did. 

But Wallman has an interesting theory. He 
thinks we’ve finally had enough of stuff and the 
dominant philosophy of the day is changing. 

We’re evolving again. Materialism and its 
stuffocating side effects are giving way to “ex- 
perientialism,” which means we’re starting to 
value experiences over things. 

Back in the bad old days of conspicuous con¬ 
sumption, your stuff had a point. It was a sym- 
bol of your status. Your car was more than a ride 
from point A to point B; it was a sign you could 
afford to spend enough to keep an African village alive for a year 
on your conveyance. 

That was then, when it was necessary to impress those in 


your immediate vicinity. But now that everyone (and I mean 
everyone) is in the media business, we need content to broad¬ 
cast to our far-flung friends on Faceboolc and Twitter. 

“I went shopping” is boring. “I hiked the Pacific Crest Trail” 
is pretty cool. 

And who needs a car when you can just use a Zipcar? 

According to Wallman, Apple is the perfect bridge from 
materialism to experientialism. You buy an iPhone and even 
the package it comes in is an experience. But there are other 
pioneers in this brave new world. For instance, Patagonia 
sells, through its partnership with eBay, used clothing and 
the stories behind it. Puma has a bag called the Clever Little 
Shopper; if you put it in hot water for three minutes it dis¬ 
solves, leaving no residue and you can safely pour it down the 
drain. 

Of course, experientialism is just another marketing 
scheme. This time you buy the experience, and the stuff is 
just the details. But in a world that’s lost its meaning and is 
stuffocating us all, it’s a tiny message of hope — in a bio¬ 
degradable bottle.

Alfred Hitchcock said, “Ideas 
come from everything,” and 
certainly Hollywood proves 
his point. 

Just this year we’ve had 
films inspired by eveiything 
from Norse mythology by way 
of comic books (Thor: The 
Dark World), real life (Captain 
Phillips, American Hustle to 
name a couple) and literature 
(The Hobbit: The Desolation 
of Smaug to name one). 

Like Hitch says, stoiy ideas 
can come from anywhere. 
Even the board games and 
toys we played with as kids. 

This weekend Hollywood 
has built a movie around a 
set of building blocks. The 
most famous building blocks 
in the world. The Lego Movie

official inspiration for the Toy 
Stoiy series. 

A few years later came an 
action figure that would in¬ 
spire several movies. Roger 
Sweet, lead designer for Mat¬ 
tel’s Preliminaiy Design De¬ 
partment, says he wanted “a 
powerful figure that could be 



taken anywhere and dropped 
into any context because he 
had a generic name.” That 
character was He-Man, de¬ 
fender of the realm of Eternia 
from the evil forces of Skel¬ 
eton 

The job of bringing that 
bigger-than-life character 
from the toy box to the screen 
fell to Dolph Lundgren in 
the 1987 film Masters of the 
Universe. The original stoiy 
wasn’t a hit at the box office 
and isn’t one of Lundgren’s 
favourite films. 


“How much could I do as 
an actor,” he asked, “when I 
was running around in swim 
trunks and chest armor?” 

More successful was Clue, 
based on the crime mystery 
board game. Starring Eileen 
Brennan and Martin Mull as 
murder suspects Mrs. Pea¬ 
cock and Colonel Mustard, 
the movie was released with 
three possible endings. The 
various endings were split up 
between theatres, so no two 
prints were the same, but the 
DVD release features all three. 




Juno noms Reflektor Arcade Fire’s heat 


Montreal’s Arcade Fire, whose 
Haitian-inspired fourth album 
Reflektor was one of the most 
critically acclaimed releases 
of the year, has nabbed a lead¬ 
ing six Juno nominations. 

Michael Buble and Stompa 
singer Serena Ryder are close 
behind with five nominations 
apiece. 

Tegan and Sara, Drake, Ce¬ 
line Dion and Hedley round 
out the field with four nods 
each heading into the March 
30 show in Winnipeg. 

The nominations were an¬ 
nounced Tuesday morning at 


a news conference in Toronto. 

Arcade Fire will compete 
in the album of the year cat- 
egoiy against Dion’s Loved Me 
Back to Life, Drake’s Nothing 
Was the Same, Buble’s To Be 
Loved and Ryder’s Harmony. 

Blurred Lines crooner 
Robin Thiclce, who pulled in 
three Juno nominations, was 
announced as a performer 
at the show, as were indie 
darlings Tegan and Sara, and 
Ryder. 

Thiclce, who has dual cit¬ 
izenship, will compete for 
artist of the year against Dion, 


Drake, Buble and Ryder. 

Group of the year will be 
contested by Arcade Fire, Blue 
Rodeo, Hedley, Tegan and 
Sara, and Walk off the Earth. 
The Burlington, Ont., band 
known for their innovative 
videos earned three nomina¬ 
tions overall. 

Arcade Fire will also com¬ 
pete for alternative album of 
the year along with Rah Rah’s 
The Poet’s Dead, Royal Ca¬ 
noe’s Today We’re Believers, 
Warring by The Darcys and 
Uzu from Yamantaka//Sonic 
Titan, the Canadian press 
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All’s Vanity Fair in 
Gwyneth’s war on expose

That Vanity Fair piece on 
Gwyneth Paltrow might 
never see the light of day, 
according to editor Graydon 
Carter, but not because of 
the Oscar-winning actress’ 
impressive attempts to quash 
the mag’s efforts.

Philip Seymour Hoffman’s 
death came as a tremendous 
shock to his fans. He himself, 
though, didn’t tiy to hide 
that he had a problem: Just 
two weeks ago, he intro¬ 
duced himself to a stranger 
as a heroin addict. 

Magazine publisher John 
Arundel was at the Sundance 
Film Festival recently, where 
he began chatting with Hoff¬ 


man, whom he did not recog¬ 
nize. Arundel asked what he 
did for a living. “He said, ‘I’m 
a heroin addict,’ ” Arundel 
told the New York Post. 

Hoffman then took off his 
“sloppy hat,” at which point 
Arundel recognized the star. 
Before he walked away, Hoff¬ 
man added, “I just got out of 
rehab.” 

It’s especially heartbreak¬ 
ing to know that Hoffman 
was fully aware of the dan¬ 
gerous path he was on, but 
was unable to stop. 

Hoffman was found 
dead Sunday in a Manhat¬ 
tan apartment. According 
to police, he was found in 
the bathroom with a needle 
still in his arm. Hoffman 
had been sober for 20 years, 
sources say, until a relapse 
last May.

A particularly good aurora is greeted like a rock star, according to locals in Yellowknife, i 


Yellowknife. Tourists 
around the world flock 
to Canada’s north to 
witness one of nature's 
lovely miracles 


A van picks up a score or so of 
tourists from a Yellowknife ho¬ 
tel and heads off into the night, 
destination wonderment. 

“The aurora is one of our 
dreams,” explains Kazna Mori 
of Japan, who’s come to these 
silent, snowy woods outside of 
the northern capital in hopes 
that on this night the northern 
lights will dance for her. 

“It’s a dreaming thing,” she 
says. “It’s a miracle thing.” 

She’s one of a few dozen 
visitors this night to Aurora 
Village, a collection of wood- 
heated teepees and other facili¬ 
ties about a half-hour’s drive 
into the boreal forest, where 
the only competition for the 
aurora borealis comes from 
the stars and the moon. 

For 10 years, the village 
has welcomed viewers to one 


of the best borealis-watching 
sites in the world, favoured 
by its inland geography and 
position under the aurora ov¬ 
als where the celestial lights 
have their origin far above the 
earth. 

“A good night, you’re total¬ 
ly in awe,” says Steve Herrett, 
who’s been hosting visitors 


here for eight years. 

“My mouth falls open and 
my head goes back. It can 
make you feel so minuscule 
and tiny, it’s so powerful. You 
feel gifted to experience some¬ 
thing like it.” 

Most of the visitors are 
from Japan and Taiwan, says 
Herrett. China is a growing 


source, with even a few Can¬ 
adians starting to take an in¬ 
terest in the light show in their 
own northern backyard. 

A particularly good au¬ 
rora, with vast veils of green 
and pink furling and rippling 
across the sky, is greeted like a 
rock star. 

“All the girls start scream¬ 


ing,” Herrett says. “They’re 
just so excited. It’s almost hys¬ 
teria.” 

And yes, sometimes you 
can hear the aurora. 

“I’ve heard them once,” 
says Herrett. “It sounds like 
static electricity, a little bit of a 
crackling sound.” 

He says some scientists sug-

gest it’s not a sound at all, but a 
resonance the aurora actually 
produces within the human 
body. 

It’s about -20 C this night, 
mild by the standards of 
Yellowknife in Januaiy. But 
Aradhna Kaur of Singapore has 
never worn so many clothes. 
“Absolutely not,” she says with 
a laugh, flexing the bulky 
sleeves of her village-provided 
parka. “It’s odd, but interest¬ 
ing.”

I recently checked out Whist¬ 
ler Blaclccomb, both as a 
prince and a pauper.

High roller — From Vancou¬ 
ver International Airport it’s 
a quick shuttle to the Helijet 
terminal. My five-passenger 
helicopter ride to Whist¬ 
ler cost $3,590 or $718 per 
person if you are fortunate 
enough to have fellow travel¬ 
lers. 

Budget conscious — Look 


for the Pacific Coach Lines 
shuttle bus just outside the 
airport’s International Depar¬ 
tures Area. After $72 and a 
brief stop in downtown Van¬ 
couver, it’s a three-hour drive 
to Whistler Village. 

High roller — The opulent yet 
cozy presidential suite at the 
Four Seasons Resort & Resi¬ 
dences Whistler will set you 


back at least $3,000 a night. 
Budget conscious — Once 
used to house athletes dur¬ 
ing the 2010 Winter Games, 
the Hostelling International 
hostel at Cheakamus Cross¬ 
ing is an affordable $39 a 
night. My cheery room came 
with three bunk mates and 
a shared bathroom.

Offered daily, 
don’t expect a ski lesson, but 
do expect to get your ski legs 
by getting oriented around this 
massive ski resort while hear¬ 
ing some local lore. Lift ticket 
packages vary in cost, but plan 
to pay $100. 

High roller — Araxi Res¬ 
taurant & Bar is reputedly 
Gordon Ramsay’s favourite 
restaurant in Canada. Dur¬ 
ing the Olympics, medalists 
were invited to come in to 
this award-winning Whistler 
favourite for a glass of cham¬ 
pagne. My five-course meal 
included B.C. sablefish and 
saddle of rabbit. Cost varies, 
but expect to pay $150 per 
person. 

Budget conscious — When 
you enter the Whistler vis¬ 
itor centre, head to the back 
of the circular building and 
meet Rosie. The owner of 
Sushi to Go may barely eat 
sushi herself, but her cre¬ 
ations are legendaiy in the 
village.

Borscht is woefully under- 
appreciated in North Amer¬ 
ica. This classic dish is not 
only a great way to eat a ton 
of vegetables, it also can be 
incredibly delicious.

Part of the 
reason the Bolts have stayed 
afloat (apart from excellent 
goaltending from Ben Bishop 
and the offence of Marty St. 
Louis) is an influx of rookies 
and sophomores who cut their 
teeth with the 2012 AHL cham¬ 
pion Norfolk Admirals. 

The Admirals were a jug¬ 
gernaut that season, spawn¬ 
ing prospects such as current 
rookie of the year candidate 
Tyler Johnson, linemate Ondrej 
Palat, defencemen Radlco 
Gudas and Mark Barberio and 
forward Alex Killom. All have 
contributed to the Lightning 
this season and all have drawn 
upon their experiences win¬ 
ning the Calder Cup. 


Ironically, the last team 
to stand in their way that 
year was the Toronto Marlies. 
Unfortunately for the Marlies, 
they were decimated by injur¬ 
ies en route to the final.

McMorris is on the mend 
ahead of Sochi showdown 



Slopestyle. 20-year-old 
Regina native expects to 
fight through broken rib 
against world’s best 


Mark McMorris’s first ap¬ 
pearance at the Rosa Khutor 
Extreme Park this week was 
marred by pain and frustra¬ 
tion. 

A broken rib from a recent 
crash at the X Games had made 
things quite uncomfortable for 
the Canadian snowboard star. 
But a solid training run Tues¬ 
day changed his mindset and 
left him optimistic ahead of 
this week’s slopestyle event at 
the Sochi Olympics. 

“Battling through the pain 
yesterday was kind of frustrat¬ 
ing and then I came up here 
today and it was just better — 
way better,” McMorris said. “I 
was able to jump and start do¬ 
ing tricks again. My confidence 
level is back up and I feel like 
I’m in a good place for break¬ 
ing my rib 10 days ago.” 

McMorris had been tabbed 
as a gold-medal favourite in 
the lead-up to the Games after 
a strong run on the slopestyle 
circuit over the last few years. 

His crash at the X Games 
left things up in the air and cre¬ 
ated several big questions. 

Would two weeks be 
enough time to recover? Could 
he return and be the same 
Mark McMorris? 

If his big smile for the large 
scrum of reporters was any 
indication, McMorris should 
be just fine. 

“Two days out before a non¬ 
elimination round, I couldn’t 
be in a happier place,” he said. 
“It’s still broken, it’s going to 
be painful and I know I’m go¬ 
ing to have to ride through 


pain. 

“But just to get a shot at try¬ 
ing to do what I want to do is 
the important part.” 

The 20-year-old Regina na¬ 
tive skipped Monday’s prac¬ 
tice session and instead went 
for a casual ride around the 
mountain. McMorris has been 
medically cleared to compete 
but even a light run left him in 
more pain than expected. 

He was thrilled that he no¬ 
ticed a marked improvement 
just 24 hours later. 

McMorris credits his strong 


lower back muscles for helping 
to provide stability in the area. 
He notes the pain is the same 
whether he’s landing a big 
jump or putting on his socks. 

Canadian teammate Sebas- 
tien Toutant has dealt with 
similar injuries in the past 
and is confident McMorris will 
fight through the pain. 

“When we ride there is 
so much pressure and you’re 
on adrenaline,” he said. “So 
you don’t feel the pain at that 
point. You just go for it.”

Three days after arriving in 
Sochi, Canada’s women’s 
hockey players couldn’t wait 
to get on the ice for their first 
pre-Olympic practice.

It finally happened Tues¬ 
day as Canada spent about an 
hour shaking off the effects 
from their journey to Russia 
and the rust that had built 
up from a few days off. Even 
though goaltender Shannon 
Szabados said this was the 
longest the team had gone not 
practising since August, coach 
Kevin Dineen considered it a 
smart decision to wait. 

“There was (a) little itch by 
us as a staff to get the team on 
the ice, but at the end of it, we 
felt that it was time well spent 
off the ice getting acclimated 
to the area,” Dineen said. 

If past histoiy is any indica¬ 
tion, there will be a lot of good 
days in the next few weeks for 
Canada, which has consist¬ 
ently been favoured in these 
tournaments. Barring some¬ 
thing unexpected, the United 
States is the only real compe¬ 
tition, and even some of Can¬ 
ada’s recent exhibition strug¬ 
gles against the U.S. hasn’t 
lowered the expectation. 

“We expect from ourself 
to win,” captain Caroline 
Oullette said. “It’s no differ¬ 
ent than any other years and 
eveiy other Olympics. That’s 
what every athlete that is here 
wants and that’s why we’re 
here.” 

Szabados said it was the 
same level of pressure as Van¬ 
couver four years ago because 
“as a hockey player playing for 
Canada, I think your country 
expects gold just based on the 
histoiy of Canadian hockey, as 
they should.”

Audi is fueling the small-sedan 
craze with the next-generation 
A3 and the timing couldn’t be 
better. 

Big-luxuiy-car buyers, it 
seems, are finally discovering 
what many people have known 
for years: that driving small 
sedans can be lots of fun, es¬ 
pecially when they come with 
plenty of amenities and are 
more cost- and fuel-efficient. 

Catering to this emer¬ 
ging segment are Germany’s 
primary builders of upscale 
rides. Mercedes-Benz recently 
jumped into the luxury-com¬ 
pact pool with the 2014 CLA 
250 sedan. The BMW 1-series 
(soon to be the 2-series) is in the 
mix, but until the forthcoming 
four-door 2-series Grand Coupe 
arrives in a couple of years 
you’ll have to settle for the two- 
door version. 


The A3 brand has been 
available in North America 
since the 2006 model year, but 
only as a wagon. This spring, 
however, Audi will sell a brand 
new A3 sedan, followed by cab¬ 
riolets (convertibles) and bet¬ 
ter-performing S3 models. Also 
in the pipeline is the A3 e-tron 
electric plug-in hatchback hy¬ 
brid that is expected to arrive 
in about a year. 

Along with a different body, 
the A3 has been given a new 
platform that pushes the front 
wheels forward by about four 
centimetres when compared to 
the previous wagon. That helps 
out in the passenger-space de¬ 
partment, as does a nearly-five- 
centimetre gain between the 
front and rear wheels. Overall, 
the A3 is more than 15 centi¬ 
metres longer (and slightly 
wider) than its predecessor. 

Initially, the A3’s power- 
trains will consist of a turbo¬ 
charged 170-horsepower, 
1.8-litre four-cylinder, with a 
turbocharged 220-horsepower 
2.0-litre four-cylinder on the 
option sheet. By the end of 
the year, a 150-horsepower, 
2.0-litre, turbo-diesel will be 
added as well as a more power¬ 
ful version of the 2.0 gas engine

Ice skates are expressly de¬ 
signed for travelling on ice. 
Passenger cars are not. They 
prefer pavement. So natur¬ 
ally there are people who 
like to take advantage of the 
vehicle’s inherent inadequa¬ 
cies on ice and make sport 
of it. 

These people are not as 
mean as they sound, they just 
get a kick out of how fun and 
educational it is to explore 
the boundaries and tech¬ 
niques of car control. And 
when compared to pavement, 
ice affords that opportunity 
at a relatively lower speed, 
cost and risk. 


“Learning the techniques 
to get control of a car going 
sideways on ice ... that’s so 
much lun,” says Franck Kirch- 
hofif. “More fun than driv¬ 
ing on a road course at 200 
km/h.” 

He should know, he’s 
done both, and both on the 
same track. The track is part 
of Mecaglisse Motorsport 
Complex located in Quebec’s 
Laurentian area north of 
Montreal. Along with his 
father, Kirchhoff owns and 
runs the operation, which 
features more than 15 km of 
tracks of various descriptions 
and surfaces. 

In the non-winter months 
the facility is used for rally 
driving schools, defensive 
driving schools, motorcycle 
racing, club and corporate 
events, and public lapping 
days. 

Same thing in the winter. 
Except for the motorcycle 
racing, and except for the 
fact that all of the activities 
are now done on snow and 
ice. The winter set-up in¬ 
cludes one 2.5-km ice track, 
and one 2.5-km snow track. 
If the weather permits, they 
run this set up from the first 



week of January to the first 
week of March. 

Nothing complicated 
about making an ice track 
over a paved track. Kirchhoff 
says the three-man crew first 
packs the snow down. After it 
is really hard and compacted, 


they just add water, via 
trucks carrying water tanks. 

“We spray a lot of water,” 
he says one more time, to 
make sure I understand the 
tricky, technical concept. 
How thick is the ice? Kirch- 
hoff uses his hands to signify 


about a nine-inch layer. 

I’m here at Mecaglisse 
as part of a Nissan press 
program, designed to show¬ 
case the virtues of the 
brand’s snow-ready AWD 
and traction and safety con¬ 
trol systems. They work as 


advertised, and, also as ad¬ 
vertised, the ice track is very 
slippery. Even with our stud¬ 
ded tires and AWD, anytime 
you wanted to get hairy you 
could. Not that the Nissan 
instructors riding shotgun 
wanted us journalists to get 
too hairy. I didn’t either — 
nobody wants to be first to 
put a crease in a brand new 
Nissan belonging to someone 
else. 

I suppose most of us were 
going about 40-60 km/h on 
the more open sections of 
the track, and a lot slower 
on the tighter ones. Next 
week Porsche will come to 
Mecaglisse for its customer- 
focused Camp4 Driving Ex¬ 
perience program. He figures 
when the Carrera 4S is de¬ 
ployed for hot laps it will be 
probably get up to 120 km/hr 
or so down the straight and 
doing so sideways. 

Finally, I ask Kirchhoff if 
the facility has special equip¬ 
ment for pulling vehicles 
and their drivers out of the 
snow banks, when things 
don’t go entirely as planned 
out there on the ice track? 
“Yes,” he says, “We have big 
tractors.”

If you have a newer vehicle, 
chances are good it has a tire 
pressure monitoring system 
(TPMS). These systems continu¬ 
ally check your tires and warn 
if die air in them falls below the 
correct pressure. 

“Properly inflated tires 
make a vehicle handle better, 
and you need to be warned if 
you have rapid deflation,” says 
Hugh Charvat, president and 
CEO of Schrader International, 
which makes TPMS systems. 
“It gives you the warning even 
before you feel it through the 
steering wheel.” 

Almost all TPMS systems 
used today are direct systems, 
meaning there’s a pressure 
sensor inside the tire. Most 
sensors are part of the valve 
stem, but a few use a sensor 
strapped to the wheel inside 
the tire. A small number of 
automakers use indirect sys¬ 
tems, which use the anti-lock 


To note 


• Mandatory. Tire pressure 
monitoring systems are man¬ 
datory on all new cars sold in 
the United States. They’re not 
required in Canada, but most 
new cars have them. 

• Signs. Depending on the 
vehicle, you may have a warn¬ 
ing light that indicates one of 
the tires is low, or a display 
that shows the specific tire 
pressure. 

• Advice. The proper air 
pressure for your tires is on 
a sticker inside your driver's 
doorjamb, the glovebox door, 
or the fuel filler door. 


brake sensors to check the 
speed of each wheel and de¬ 
termine if one is turning more 
slowly, indicating a low tire. 

The systems are set to the 
proper pressure for the car, and 
warn if a tire drops 25 per cent 
or more below it. 

If your tire warning comes 
on when it’s really cold, but 
goes off after you’ve been driv¬ 
ing for a while, it could be that 
one of your tires is veiy close to 
the warning threshold. 

“Temperature has an 




impact on pressure, because 
gas expands and contracts,” 
Charvat says. “The TPMS (warn¬ 
ing) will come on, but when 
the tires warm up, the light 
will go off because the pressure 
inside the tire will increase. It’s 
telling you to check the tires.” 

This could be because you 
have a leak in one tire, or that 
you haven’t checked your tire 
pressure in a while. Tires are 


permeable, meaning that air 
molecules will gradually pass 
through them, and it could be 
that you’ve finally lost enough 
to set off the warning. 

If you change to winter 
tires each season, but don’t 
have pressure sensors in your 
winter wheels, your TPMS sys¬ 
tem won’t work. “It’s a smart 
investment to buy four addi¬ 
tional sensors to maintain the 


integrity of the system and 
keep it functioning,” Char¬ 
vat says. “If you have a slow 
or rapid leak, you’re putting 
yourself at risk because you’ve 
intentionally disabled a safety 
system.” 

The sensors contain bat¬ 
teries, and after about 10 
years, they’ll probably need 
replacing. A blinking TPMS 
warning light could indicate 


either a dead sensor batteiy or 
a malfunctioning sensor, and 
should be checked as soon as 
possible. 

And even though you 
have a warning system, 
you should still check your 
tire pressure each month. 
A tire could be low enough 
that it’s affecting your fuel 
economy, even though it’s not 
down to the warning stage.
